Another war Is among tbo probabilities 
of the iiiiiiiediato fiittiro. 

Tho Thames gold lielda have not turn- 
ed out equal lo the ex[)eclaiioii of the 
Aucklandera. i'rospociiiig is going on, 
but as yet without any very great result.

She has ostanln- 
tiously sent to New York for bqIo certain 
aitioles ot hot wardrobe, such as camels' 
hair shawls, varying in value from 8350 to 
81000, point laca shawla worth $2000 sad a 
dreai of the tame mateiial valued at $4000, 
aforotpe at f 1500 a for boa at $1200, 
together with diamonds, &o,, to Ihe total 
valaa of $24,000, She pleads povari; as tho 
reason for diiposiog of these articles, and 
authorizes tbe World to state that her in- 
come is but S1700 a year, atid she also au- 
thorizes the publication of bcr letters to tho 
bniker in Now York to whom she baa con- 
signed tbe arliclea for sale. In this cotreai 
poodenoe and in her cooversatiooa with tbo 
H^jrfti reporiers, she complaina bitterly of 
Che country and of the Rupublicnn party, aod 
espeoially of Messrs Seward, Weed and Ildy- 
mood for not providing for her " rightful 
maintenanoe" as she terms it.
